Customs 

New Delhi, the 3 0th April 1966 

G.S.R. 652.—In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of section 
25 of the Customs Act, 1962 (52 of 1962), read with sub-seetion (4) of section 77 
of the Finance Act, 1965 (10 nf 1965), the Central Government, being satisfied 
that it is necessary in the public interest so to do, hereby exempts sulphur used 
for the manufacture of fertilisers and falling under Item No. 28(3) of the First 

Schedule to the Indian Tariff Act. 1934 (32 of 1934), from the whole of the regu¬ 

latory duty of customs leviable thereon under the notification of the Government 
of India in the Ministry of Finance (Department of Revenue) No 61-Customs, 
dated the 11th May, 1965: 

Provided that the Importer shall, by the execution of a bond in such form and 

in such sum as may be Drescribcd by the Assistant Collector of Customs, binds 

himself to pay on demand, in respect of such quantity of sulphur as is not proved 
to the satisfaction of the Assistant Collector of Customs to have been used for 
the aforesaid purpose, an amount equal to the regulatory duty of customs levi¬ 
able on such quantity but for the exemption referred to above.
